WASHINTON, March 26.—It can be stated as an absolute fact that the President

without resort to arms. His confidence is stronger than at any time for days. So 
certain is he that events are trending in the direction of a peaceful solution of the 
matter that he permitted himself late in the afternoon to relax somewhat from the 
strain which has been upon him. For a time he threw aside the load of care and re- 
sponsibility. The conditions leading up to this are as follows: 

He entertains the belief that a wave of sober second thought has set in. Also 
that the war spirit was not so dominant as it had been. In short, that the trend of 
public sentiment was not now as it had been; that war can be avoided and is not a 


grim necessity. 
The President asks the question, “If we must have war, what is it all about?” 


Added to this is the rapidly growing belief in Administration circles that Spain is 
only awaiting an opportunity. It is to offer a plan for the Government of.Cuba 
that Wilfommend itself ad fair and just, and at the-eathe tiie ‘satisfy the Spanish 
people. It is expected that within the next few days Spain will offer to Cuba a form 
of self-government practically identical with that enjoyed by one of the States of this 


Union. Full legislative power would be given to the Cuban people, the collection of 
taxes and the administration of affairs generally, would be in their hands. 

Altogether, as wide a range of home rule would be granted as is enjoyed by Can- 
ada. The Spanish Government will ask that there be a Governor General to repre- 
sent the Crown and have a veto power, which however, could be overridden by a two- 
thirds majority. A certain portion of the customs would be rendered to the crown, 
but aside from these limitations, Cuba would be absolutely free and independent. 

These are the matters that have come to the President to-day. They have given 
him the grounds of encouragement that has led him to be more hopeful. But while 
he is hopeful, he has not lost sight of the fact that war may come so that at any 
time the contingency may arise that will precipitate it. Meanwhile he will adhere to 
one idea, and that is if war cannot be avoided, that it shall have as its basis ‘the cause 
of eternal justice. He intends that the United States shall have behind it the support 
of the world because of the righteousness of its warfare. In case of the failure of 
Spain to offer a form of self-government on the terms outlined above, speedily and 
in a way that will make it acceptable, another plan is suggested. It is illustrated in 
the following interview had with one of the President's official family. 

“What are the facts in regard to Cuba?” 

“On the one hand we have a matter of 30,000 Insurgents, who have held Spain at 
bay for three years. At the end of that time that nation is unable to show that it has 
made any marked advance in the direction of quelling the insurrection. 
| “It is equally true that independence is still an event of the future and practically 
no hearer accomplishment than it was months ago. Méanwhile, through the hard- 
ships of war, tens of thousands of people have starved to death, or are in a starving 
condition. 

“It is a sad state of affairs, undeniably, and one that should and does elicit our 
profoundest sympathy, but wherein is jt a causus belli.” 

“Suppose we should say to Spain: “You must stop, you must get out of Cuba 
and give these people independence.’ 

“The answer would be at once: We had possession of this island years and 
years before your Government existed. We hold that if we are given the chance, un- 
hindered by influences, not the least of which comes from the attitude of the United 
States, we could soon bring peace and relief. 

“We hold further that the mass of the Cubans are not in favor of the cause of 
the Insurgents. Also that hundreds of thousands of the people of that island are 
loyal to Spain. To these we owe the solemn duty of protection. 

“This is the argument of Spain. It must be met, for it has in it the elements of 
the logical. 
any proposal that would permit that nation to retire with dignity and honor. 
can we do to bring this about, and at the same time retain our own self-respect. 
* *T beliéve that the proper way to end the controversy honorably, and without 
shedding human biood, and driving this country into a condition which would not 
only involve the expenditure of millions and millions ef dollars direct for war pur-

“Second, That Spain should furnish a form of government during that year which 
would be adequate for the protection of the pgople, but the administration of which 
would be to all intents in the hands of the natives.

The President submits the facts to the Spanish 
Government and waits a reply. Mr. Woodford did not even demand an early response. 

Asto the war in Cuba, President McKinley advised the Spanish Government in most pointed 
terms that the 4fme is fast drawing near when the United States would be compelled to act upon 
the warnings so often given to Spain since the struggle in Cuba began. 

The President clearly intimated that the war in Cuba must cease, but he fixed no date. 

The note thus makes the question of Cuban intervention paramount to the Maine catastrdphe, 
which the President’s memorandum refers to merely as a lamentable incident. 

The issues and problems of the Cuban war the United States Government now calls urgently 
to the attention of Spain, declaring that the conditions now prevailing in Cuba, so,near to the 
shores of the United States, have long been intolerable to the American people 


SPAIN INFORMED THAT SHE HAS HAD 
HER OWN WAY AND FAILED TORESTORE PEACE. 


Spain was reminded by Minister Woodford that the action of the President and his representa- 
tives during the present and late administrations ehas always been aimed at the preservation 
of peace and the promotion of cordial relations with Spain. She has had the widest scope in 
choosing her own methods to restore peace in her American colonies, and has failed. 

The Unjted States, against its own wishes and desires, has become convinced that Spain has 
made no substantial progress either towards the pacification of Cuba or the realization of the 
aspirations of the people of her colonies. 

Reports from the United States Consuls, like those of agents of all European powers who 
have opportunities for inquiry, have been most unfavorable to Spain. 

President McKinley signifies to the Government of Spain his intentions of immediately com- 
municating all the official facts in his possession respecting Cuba, and the Maine report probably 
also, to Congress. He further contemplates steps which will make the distribution of relief by. the 
United States to the Cubans more effective and upon a much larger seale.

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WASHINGTON, March 2—The flying 
Squadron will not complete its organizs- 
tion until the middle or latter part of mext 
week, although its nucleus will be at Hamp- 
ton Roads, when Commodore Schley hoists 
his pennant on the flagship Brooklyn next 
Monday.. At that time the Brooklyn and 
Massachusetts will.be the only ships of the 
prospective flying squadron, the Texas be- 
ing at the New York Navy Yard to re- 
ceive her ammunition ‘hoists, while the 
cruisers Columbia and Minneapolis are ex- 
pected to be ready to leave League Island 
Navy Yard in time to reach Hampton 
Roads abbut the.middle of next week. Al- 
ready men and supplies have been for- 
warded to League Island for the two 
cruisers of this squadron By the end of 
next week the flying squadron will be com- 
plete in éts organization of ships, men and 
armament. 

Secretary Long has deferred to the ‘judg- 
ment of Assistant Secretary Roosevelt as 
to the color which the vessels of the navy 
are to be painted. Yesterday it as an- 
nounced that the snowy white which has 
been the distinctive color of and has given 
the name to the naval squadrons of the 
United States was to be changed to.a 
pirgtical black. To this color some objec- 
tio8 was made by naval officers, as it was 
thought to afford a strong target for an en- 
emy'’s guns. 

Assistant Secretary Roosevelt this morn- 
ing had a conference with Capt. Crownin- 
shield, Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, 
at which Mr. Roosevelt announced that he 
would leave the matter off painting the 
ships to the squadron commanders, and or- 
ders to that effect will be promulgated. It 
seems —_— likely that the color to be se- 
lected by the squadron commanders will 
be a dark green. That color will furnish a 
poor target and the vessels will not be dis- 
cernible, it is said, at so great a distance 
at sea. 

The Navy Department issues-orders to-day 
placing officers in command .of a number 
of single-turreted monitors whi¢h have re- 
cently been called into service. Lieut. R. G. 
Peck will command the monitor Lehigh, 
which is to go to Boston. Lieut. William 
M. Irwin will command the Montauk, which 
goes to Portland, Me.; Lieut. H. F. Fick- 
bohm will co and the Jason, which goes 
to New York; Lieut. C. 8. ichardson will 
command the Nahant, which goes to New 
York, and Lieut. M. E. Hull will command 
the Catskill, which goes to Boston.

NEW YORK, March 2%.—The war spirit 
dominated a dinner given in the Republican 
Club to-night. It caused the 80 members 
who sat at table to interrupt Chauncey M. 
Depew when he was defending Wall street 
in felation to the present crisis, and to 
howl him down when he talked peace. 

It caused the members to silence with 
their cries the guest of the evening, Ellis 
Hi. Roberts, Subtreasurer of the United 
States, bécause he spoke of the “Howling 
demagogues who were crying for war.” 

It Was aroused to the highest state of 
enthusiasm by a speech made by the Rev. 
Dr. Howard Duffield, pastor of the old First 
Presbyterian Church, a speech which Mr. 
Depew said wouild live in history. It was 
the most magnificent effort that those at 
the table had ever listened to, and they 
went wild over it. They almost mobbed 
the eloquent, fighting parson in desire 
a grasp his hand. They lifted their voices 
hn “America,’’ ‘The Star Spangled Banner,’’ 
“Tenting To-night,” and in other songs. 
Far into the, night they remained in the 
club and the fever burned more and more 
fiercely in their veins. 

It was the first dinner that had been 
ew at the club since the split in the 

ast campaign over Low and Tracy. Nearly 
all of the more prominent members were 
resent. C. E. Bidwell, Collector of the 
ort; Y ow? Blakeman, A. R. Conkling, 
Justice 5. A. Kellogg of the Supreme Cour'; 
State Senator Frank D. Pavey, John Sabine 
Smith, and many others whose names are 
familiar were at the tables. 

The dinner began as a love feast. It was 
meant to be a reunion. The members found 
themselves united by a common impulse. 
President Depew talked about tke reunion 
and swiftly branched off into war talk, It 
wae plain, very early, that he purposed a de- 
fense and eulogy of the patriotism of Wall 
street. These are some of the things he said: 

“We are full of war and rumors of war. 
Every man, that is almost every man, is de- 
claring that we should have a fight. One 
would think that with war imminent the 
principal résponsibility rests upon the Sec- 
retary of the Navy, who controls our ships, 
and the Secretary of War, who must mobi- 
lize our army. 

“That is a mistake. It is money that fits 
Our warships. It is money that puts our 
armies in motion. It is money that provides 
the sinews of war. There is no nation of 
Europe that can go to war without the con- 
sent of the bankers but Great Britain. 
Engiarid and the United States could raise 
money to fight. . 

“In the case of our own country it would 
be the Secretary of the Treasury who would 
have to provide the money to meet the 
daily seatirement of war. 

“Tl read editofials in the dally newspapers 
denouncing the sordidness of capital and 
the greed of money arrayed against the 
hepeny purposes of the country. I met a 

nator the other day who said, ‘Let us 
begin it right away; let us have war at 
once. We would then have a return of pa- 
triotism! Is that true?’ 

"Oh! I, don't know.” 
Wakemagi who interrupted. He spoke loud- 
ly and there was scorn in his voice. Fifty 
men were on their feet howling and cheer- 
ins.

“I think we all appreciate the great crisis 
which. will arrive on Monday or Tuesday, 
when the Maine report is presented to Con- 
gress. Then it will be the duty of every 
man, every patriot, to say: ‘I stand by the 

ident. : 

“Every right minded man‘ thinks that the 
President may so guide us that now. on the 
threshold of the twentieth century, there 
will be no war."

“If Spanish treachery cost these lives, 
there must be no compromise and as an 
American I offer al! t possens to the Gov- 
ernment of the United States if the offering 
can be of any service in this case."

Massachusetts has a new scheme for the employment of con- 
vict labor. The Committee on Prisons has presented in the 
Senate a bill authorizing the Governor and Counoil to buy 
waste land, up to 1000 acres, to be reclaimed for the benefit of 
the State. Then the erection of iron buildings capable of ac- 
commodating not over 100 prisoners is provided for and the 
appointment of a superintendent of this industrial camp, with 
power to appoint his assistants and manage the experiment. 
To this camp prisoners would be removed as now to the State 
farm and employed in reclaiming the land. - When properly 
reclaimed such land would be sold at private sale by the Gov- 
ernor and Council for the benefit of the State. The bill seems 
likely to pass, and we may look for some interesting results. 
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The Baltimore street railways pay the city 9 per cent of 
gross earnings as rental for their franchises. If St. Louis 
Street railways, with gross earnings of over $5,000,000 a year, 
were compelled to pay on the same basis, the city would re- 
ceive about $450,000 a year instead of the $70,300 they now pay. 
To do this they would have to squeeze out some of the $60,000 
odd per mile of water from their capitalization: 
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Mr. Wentworth’s successful experiments in raising Egyptian 
cotton in Texas, recorded in the Post-Dispatch several days 
azo, may result in much more profitable cotton farming in that 
great State. The Egyptian article gives a better yield and it 
is not so much affected by drought as our own cotton,

‘T visited Havana, Sagua la Grande, 
Jurica, Cienfuegos and Artemisa, and, of 
course, numerous smaller places. LEvery- 
where I saw the same sad scenes, starva- 
tion walking in the open sunlight. It has 
been a marvel to me how the charity of 
the cities has been able to sustain life 
among as many of the people as it has, It 
has been a terrible drain on the resources 
of the citizens, but they have done all 
that they could. People have given to poor 
Reconcentrados until it seems almost that 
the last crust was gone, and even that was 
divided. 

“T was shocked to find at Jurica the most 
appalling conditions of affairs. From re- 
liable sources I learned that since the or- 
der for the reconcentrados had been issued 
more than twice as many had died in that 
city than it had in population when they 
first went there.”’ 

“Do you think there is reason for in- 
terference of the United States?’ 

“T do not like to answer a question s0 
harsh and pointed as that, for you see I 
am only a woman and am not of a warlike 
nature. My mission is one of mercy. But 
it seems to me that the gathering together 
of these poor reconcentrados was a great 
mistake. When I arrived at Jurica I was 
met by the priest and other prominent 
people and conveyed to the church, which 
was thrown open and services held. It 
would have moved a heart of adamant 
to have seen these wretched people there 
giving thanks to the relief that was in 
sight from America. The kindly priest 
told them simply of the good work that 
was being done by the American people 
toward alleviating the distress, and the 
poor people could not repress sobs when 
the name of America was mentioned.”

ST. JOHNS, N. F., March 2%.—The scaling 


steamer Greenland, Capt. George Barbour, 
which arrived at Bay de Verdi, Trinity Bay, 
from the ice fields at 7 o'clock this even- 
, img reports that 48 of her crew perished 
| last Tuesday while seal hunting among the 
floes, and that between 50 and 70 others 
were frostbitten, most of them so badly 
‘that they will lose their limbs. 

The Greenland brought back 2 of the 
bodies; the remaining 23 were washed’ off 
the ice floe and sank. 

A fleet of ® steamers sail from here 
about March 10 each year and remain out 
in the North Atlantic from two to ‘six 
aes. cruising among the floes to pick up 


s. 

The steamers are from 200 to 300 tons, and 
are built especially to contend with ice 
floes, but despite that, they are often 
crushed like nuts by the icebergs, and rarely 
escape being badly damaged. hey carry 
betweea 200 dnd 250 men, who, despite the 
perils and discomforts, are eager to join in 
@n enterprise which provides good reward. 
They are packed on board like sardines. 

The steamers make for the ice floes com- 
ing from the Arctic regions, coer ing the 

s thereon. When they strike this 
“whelping’’ ice, as it is termed, the crews 
@re sent all around over the floe to kill the 
a which they then drag by ropes to the 
ships.

In 
times gone by Illinois and Ohio were Mis- 
souri’s competitors, but both have double 
our membership now. I do mot believe in 
“roasts’’ but kindly criticism is a good thing 
and if Missouri’s officials will look at this 
in the right Jight they will see that the time 
for action has arrived. 

I understand that the standing commit- 
tees of the division have not yet been ap- 
pointed though four months of the league 
year have gone by. This may or may not 
be one of the causes of the loss, but it is 
a plain fact, simply stated, that something 
must be done by the officials to regain the 
loss or the division will suffer.

Legal steps are being taken to revive the 
fight of the L. A. W. against the railroads 
here in the matter of bicycles as baggazge. 
The Missouri Division backed up J. R. 
Bettis in a suit to compel] the Missouri Pa- 
cific Railroad to carry his bicycle as bag- 
gage without extra charge and won the 
case in the lower court. It then went to 
the Court of Appeals and the lower court 
was reversed. There the matter was al- 
lowed to rest by the division officials, but 
now it is said the case will be begun again 
and taken to the Supreme Court. This 
plan was advised at .the time, for such a 
decision would be far reaching and affect 
roads in other States as no statute would 
do. It would be far better to get a de- 
cision from the Supreme Court if this can 
be done, for that would be beyond the 
reach of repeal at a future time; but even 
if the case goes against the wheelmen 
there it is proposed to storm the Leg's- 
dature with a free baggage bill in the same 
manner tifet the New York and other cy- 
cClists have done with their Legislatures. 
And -in doing this the L. A. W. would 
benefit not only its own members, but al] 
wheelmen alike, and in addition it would 
attract members to its organization, 

What a combination that Cycling Club- 
South Side alliance would make! If there 
ever were wiee cycle politicians and workers 
in this city, they have them in those two 
clubs. Not that they have them all, for 
there are a few on the outside, but between 
the two are divided the veterans of many 
battles for the cause. I could count up 
or more men among them who have seen 
cycling grow in this city and who have had 
a hand in the management of nearly every 
scheme that was ever sprung here since 
baby days, "way back in '8. They know 
the repes well and they know just to what 
they are attached and how to pull them. It 
would be a hard matter to get ahead of 
this combination if it is formed. They are 
the only league clubs in the city. and thus 
would have precedence in L. A. W. matters 
over tye others in addition to their skill. 
I hope for the sake of perpetuating the es- 
tablished order of things that it will exo 
through. There are many ties that bind 
the Cycling Club and the South Sides and 
it will be pleasant to hear that they are 
strengthened.

Supporting Melba are the French tenor, 
Salignac, whose singing this year has added 
to the fame acquired by him as a member 
of the brilliant coterie of singers gathered 
by Abbey and Grau for their New York sea- 
son, and Campanari, whose fine voice, ar- 
tistic cultivation and remarkable dramatic 
gifts made him an indispensable member 
of the same company. Other singers who 
have everywhere delighted the public are 
Man Cauteren and Mattfeld among the !a- 
dies, and Viviani, Carbone and Rains among 
the men, :

When her fre- 
sources are exhausted they drop her and she 
learns the truth. The truth is perhaps that 
she never did have much of a voice. I have 
seen many such girls in Europe in destitu- 
tion bordering or starvation. 

“That is sheer folly. She might quite as 
well learn the truth at home. My advice to 
an aspiring singer is to seek an interview 
with some artiste who will give an honest 


opinion, Then let her abide by that judg- 
ment.”

In Spite of Untoward Conditions, the 
Faith of Christ Wilf Yet 
Rule the Worfd, 


EARS ago, after many years of iIn- 
Y vestigation into the social, moral 
and industrial condition of, the 
people, I came to the conclusion that 
in the adoption of the philosophy of the 
religion of Christ, as @ practical creed 
for the conduct of business there was to 
be found the surest and. speediest solu- 
tion of the difficulties which excite the 
minds of men, and which lead many to 
think social, industrial and political rev- 
olution is at hand. I still remain of this 
opinion, and I look for the continued 
increase of the influence of religion upon 
modern thought and of its power to 
sway the lives and the actions of men. 
I cannot believe that there is any mod- 
ern phase of scientific unbelief affecting 
the true religion of the church, because 
every revejation of science is now con- 
sidered to be a new revelation of God. 
This is the conclusion of some of the 
most thoroughly scientific minds of the 
world. There is a growing unbelief, but 
in general terms it is an unbelief in’ 
non-essentials and not of the great facts 
connected with the existence of God or 
of immortality. The worst unbelief I 
kndéWw of is an unbelief in the fact of 
immortality. With infmortality accepted 
as a fact, and not as a hope, many of 
the difficulties growing out of theolog- 
ical controversy would be done away 
with. In the light of a higher culture, 
therefore, I believe that the true influ- 
ence of the church is more thoroughly 
appreciated now than ever. So the Gos- 
pel taught by Christ is a living power 
to-day in all civilized lands, and it has 
accomplished so much in the nineteenth 
century that we may fairly look for even 
more satisfactory achievements in the 
twentieth. 

The great problems of labor and cap- 
ital, and, in fact, the warlike spirit be- 
tween nations, all rest upon selfishness, 
and selfiehness can be removed only ‘by a 
more inate understanding of Christ's 
Gospel. e labor Question, lifted to its

A’ it appears to me, the tendencies 
in religion, in the present genera- 
tion and in this country at least, 
are largely toward indifference, indefi- 
niteness of belief or unbelief rather than 
disbelief and irreverence toward what 
is superhuman, with a neglect of public 
and household worship. In what are 
sometimes called the “humnanities’’ there 
is an increase of senSibility and activity. 
To confound religion with humanity or 
our relations to mankind and society 
with our relations to persons and other 
realities superior to man I regard as a 
common fallacy. Religion may be im- 
moral, but without the Christian re- 
ligion morality declines. 

2. Pessimism is a misused term. ‘To 
regard tho present cofidition as deterio- 
rated and downward is not necessarily 
pessimism, The actual-pessimist, who 
must de .an atheist, holds that the 
course of things is not 
but essentially, hopelessly, 
diably, if not designedly, bad. 
That was the ancient _ philosoph- 
ical Pagan pessimism of despair. The 
Christian belieyer who holds that the 
drift is now retrograde, but that recov- 
ery and reform are still possible, may 
be the real optimist. His’ cry is the 
warning of a prophet. His note of alarm 
arouses and reinspires remedial effort. 
Abuses and wrongs, social oppressions 
and polite crimes, subtle dangers and 
destructive delusions grow tii they are 
seen, and that they may be feared =~rst 
be exposed. 

3. My faith in the Gospel and Kingdom 
of Christ, in his moral and spiritual su- 
premacy, in the principles he declared 
and the standard of character the set up 
is explicit and undisturbed. Rightly pre- 
sented these eneet all the deeper wants 
of individual and social man of all na- 
tionalities and races.

The discoveries of 
natural sciences, while offering greater 
comfort and affording greater facilities 
in our social intercourse, have thrown 


little if any light upon the question 
which humanity still agks, ‘“‘What is 
truth?” 


The fundamental law of Christianity 
is love of God and love of our neighbor. 
When men have made this law their 
rule of life in the counting house and 
foreign office, as well as in the church 
and home, we shall not have long to 
wait for all friction between labor and 
capital to di sappear and all “war and 
rumors of war’ to cease. 

Christianity offers us the truths, she 
cannot force us to accept them. We 
shall probably have to receive many 
hard knocks before we have sense 
enough to become thorough Christians.

President Ely of Madison University 
Sees Hope for the Masses 
An Christianity. 


AM neith optimist nor a pessi- 
| mist witTl respect to the future. The 
issues are grave, and there are many 
malevolent forces at work, On,the other 
hand, the number struggling for. im- 
provement is increasing; but, too gen- 
erally, right feeling is not guided by an 
intellectual perception of the rea] nature 
of the social conflict. Without the aid 
of religion I can seé little or no, hope in 
the future. Religion is needed to quick- 
en the intellect, to strengthen the will, 
and thus to induce individuals to follow 
a line of conduct which wil} prove so- 
cially beneficent. 
One of the forces maikifig for inter- 
national peace is the labor movement. 
So fast as the wage earners attain what 


‘fs called class-consciousness they take 


a decided stand in favor of peace be- 
tween natlo nd dre a foree acting in 
constant tagonism to the. warlike 
spirit’of our tir”. The labor movement 
is Growing .oroughout the entire world 
soy 31.8, stUll weaker than the forces _ 
f hat is frequently called capitalism, 
is gaining in strength at a rate whieh 
must seeeh astonishing. to one who re- 
views tts course for the past generation.’ . 
As this labor movement grows, its class- 
conscioustiess increases day by day and 
its standin favor of international peace 
becomes: more pranounced.. This is not 
so obvious in the United States as else- 

ere, Hut the close observer can see 
ES thé labor forcés With us are slowly 
placing themselves in line with the labor 
forces thfoughout the entire worid of 
industrial civili- ation. 

But while we have here a growing in- 
ternational solidarity of labor, we have, 
also, growing class dissensions within 
each nation. The international fraterni- 
“ty of the workmen, a new and mighty 
force in favor of international peace, is 
a class-fraternity accompanied by a 
branch between the wage-earning class 
and the rest of society, which in spite 
of the utterances of careless optimism 
Bin wider and wider. 

The wise mer of all ages have dreaded 
the concentration of wealth, The writers 
of the Bible, both of the Old and the 
New Testament, had Before them as 
ideals widely diffused comfort, with an 
absence of the extremes of poverty. and 
wealth. Sages and philosophers have 
ever joined in this prayer: “Give me 
neither poverty nor riches.”” It has been 
felt that social extremes, poverty and 
also vast wealth, destroyed fraternal 
relations with the nation. Whatever 
may be the causes, whoever may or may 
not be to blame, vast aggregations of 
wealth, especially when confronted by 
poverty, have always in human history 
tended to destroy fraternal relations in 
the nation. On this account, and no 
other accounts, the evil which seems to 
me most threatening is the accumulation 
of mammoth fortunes in a few hands, 
and those who point to the characters 
of multi-millionaires as at least equal 
to that of the average man or who re- 
assure us by calling attention to their 
gifts for public purposes fail to coenpre- 
hend the nature of the problems con- 
fronting the twentieth century. 

Will religion in the twentieth century 
be equal to their solution? Christianity 
is sufficient for these things, but the 
vital question ts this: How many real, 
sincere Christians will there be in the 
twentieth century? The skepticism 
which we most dread is not that based 
on science, but that which rests back 
on the disparity between the lives and 
the professions of those who call them- 
selves Christians.

The problem is not a real one. The companies do not have to handle or 
dispose of enormous amounts of small change. Over 112,000,000 nickels were paid 
to the companies last year, but a nickel is seldom turned in to the offices of the 
companics. The companies’ maximum charge for service is 5 cents, but at the

Easy, comfortable shoes are also essential 
to health.

About wearing rubbers, a goed ruve to 
follow is “keeping the feet dry is essential 
fo the health of every woman in the world.” 
Thies is not only for the preservation of 
health. but ts for keeping a youthful) ap- 
pearance. The average woman neglects tho 
proper care and attention to the feet. They 
should have the best of care. 

All women who are forced to go out In bad 
Weather, especially the working gir), 
should wear short skirts. Standing or sit- 
ting In wet garments is in many cases the 
main cause of paeumonia, rheumatiem and 


cold bath to the wa!lst. A great many girls 
cannot étand the entire cold bath, but the 
bathing of the chest, back and arms every 
morning will make one less susceptible 6 
colds, and is a very good preventive to this 
common malady. 

Cola baths should be taken in the morn- 
ing, while a hot bath should be taken at 
night before retiring when she does not 
have to go out in the cold. A hot bath 
taken at night willl reset the nervous sys- 
tem more than anything else. 

Regularity is also conducive to heaith, 
more especially regularity in eating. Cold 
lunches should be avoided. If the girl eats 
a cold lunch @ay after day, food will in 
time become very repugnant to her and 
she will lose her appetite and get into a 
bad condition generally. This ts, I think, 
one cause of the numerots ailments of tho 
working giris. 

A great many of them carry their lunches 
with them. At noon they eat thelr lunch 
very hurriedly and in a poor part of the 
house.

Girls should go without corsets, or at 
least wear their clothing loose.

ME suceess of antitox'n in the St. 
Lou's City Hospital for the last three 
years ig eneouraging to Dr. Otto 

Sutter, who estimates that in 500 cases of 
diphtheria antitoxin has sa 445 lives. 

Dr. Sutter is Superintendent of the City 
Hosp‘tal and thinks that a careful recapit- 
ulation of the statistics of the institution 
may show an even larger percentage of 
lives saved by antitoxin. He said: 

“So far as my experience goes there is 
noth-ng justifying the alarm sounded by 
some authorities. I do not hesitate to de- 
clare antitoxin the only proper remedy for 
diphtheria. 

“It must be remembered that what we re- 
ceive here are generally late Cases, that is, 
eases in which the disease has had time to 
firmly establish itself and thoroughly per- 
meate the system. This condition is us- 
ually the result of ignorance on the part 
of the child's parents, they do not khow the 
malady and fail to consult a physician until) 
the patient is eritically 21. When this is 
considered the results we have obtained are 
little less than marvelous. 


“Since the advent of antitoxin diphtheria 
jas lost many of its terrors. While it ig al- 
ways a dangerous disease there is now- no 
occasion for the great alarm of 10 years 
ago, By careful nursing and a scientific ap- 
plication of this remedy the sufferer is 
speedily and permanently relieved. 

‘The local Board of Health furnishes an 
excellent preparation. The serum is ohb- 
tained by immunizing’ horses and is pre- 
pared in the laboratories. 

“The antitoxin is injected subcutaneously 
and usually has Its effect in 12 hours. The 
throat is relieved of its diphtheritic mem- 
brane and ina few hours the patient’s whole 
condition is much improved. Sometimes one 
injection is sufficient, sometimes two, and 
three and four have been necessary to 
give relief, There is no rule, doses vary with 
the patients. The quantity depends upon 
the strength of the malady. 

“I would suggest that antitoxin be used 
as a preventive of diphtheria. In a family 
where the disease has appeared the other 
children should be *nmunizged. This is a 
wise precaution and would undoubtedly re- 
duce the danger of spreading to a minimum. 

“TI firmly believe that the list of fatalities 
would have been of greater length than 
the record of those saved had it not been 


for antitoxin. I have studied its effects 
closely and regard it as the only true reme- 
dy for diphtheria. 

“There are yet men in the profession who 
de not accept it, because they are opposed 
to all Innovations. They cling to old ideas 
and refuse to see any virtue in the new. 
At most the objections urged dgainst anti- 
toxin were speculative. Even to-day we 
hear ‘what it might do,’ but I have never 
discovered a single incident where it ocea- 
sioneg the slightest harm. It is the one 
great destroyer of the destructive diph- 


theritic germ."

day, 18,250,000 are used every year. Assume 
that the present population of St. Louis 
is 700,000, each inhabitant consumes 26 gal- 
lons of milk a year. A fact that should 
not ‘be forgotten, is that at least 30 per cent 
of this milk is not drunk. It is used in 
cooking.

2,248,000 barrels of beer every year. The 
production is divided as follows:

“I believe that I can safely say that one. 
fourth of the beer produced in St. Louis is 
consumed here,” said Benjamin Berne, 
statistician of the St. Louts Brewers’ Asso- 
ciation. “I have devoted considerable at- 
tention,to this phase of my work during the 
last two years and my conclusion is based 
on the best data that can be obtained. 
Of the 69,888,000 gallons of beer that are 
sent out from our breweries every year, 
17,442,000 gallons are drunk in St. Louis, 
This is equivalent to about 47,787 gallons a 
day. 

Beer ts only consumed by drinks, 80 ac- 
cording to Mr. Berne's statement every in- 
habitant of St. Louis drinks 25 gallons of 
beer every year,

I wanted to shop by system. I wanted to

something for nothing. Other women do 
it; I had never succeeded. 

So I induced Mrs. T. B. Spurlock, a pro- 
feasional shopper, to take me with her on 
a day’s tour through the stores. 

She is a pretty woman of 30, with wavy 
black hair and gray eyes.

She was dressed neatly and becomingly

We met at the glove counter of a large 
Store and at once proceeded to the silk

MADE ENDURABLE. 


glaucoma comparatively unRnown 
country. He said: 

“All agree that the Increased tension of 
the eye by excess of secretion or diminished 
excretion or both fs the chief if not the only 
cause of this most painful of eye diseases. 
The eye ball becomes as hard as a marble 
instantly destroying the sight. To re- 
establish the normal in and outflow of the 
fluids is the main object of treatment. 

“In 1856 the illustrious Von Graefe an- 
nounced a radical cure of glducgma by 
means of large iridectomy. His advice has 
been strictly and implicitly followed by 
oculists everywhere. I attended clinics in 
the leading cities of Europe where von 
Graefe’s plan of treatment was generally 
practiced. 

“In Charing ‘Cross Hospital, London, I 
met a Mr. Hancock, a very quiet, unassum- 
ing, but most courteous gentleman, whose 
department was pervaded wit a muiitary 
precision. When a case of acute glaucoma 
was brought up he simply addressed a few 
words to the numerous visitors, only stat- 
ing that he assumed that they were fa- 
miliar with the pathology of it, and with 
the therapeutic measures reqyired. 

‘We must reduce thoroughly the tension, 
and I purpose to do it by a quick and ef- 
fective method.’ The procedure was cer- 
tainly quite different from one which I 
had seen done at Moorefields and struck 
us all as greatly preferable and certainly 
more satisfactory. The operation was per- 
formed ere the patient was aware of what 
was to be done. 

“T will briefly compare the two methods: 

“1. The von Graefe method: After deep 
anesthesia the eye is fixed and kebt immov- 
able with a long-toothed instrument, an 
opening is made in the upper third of the 
sclero-cornered junction with a narrow 
bladed cataract knife in order to enter the 
anterior chamber, and pass through its en- 
tire width in order to make the counter- 
puncture.

BANK SHOWING IS GOOD. 


A Genera] Decline in Government 
Bonds Is a Prophecy .ot 
New Issues. 


Spectal to the Posf-TDispatch. 

NEW YORK, March 26.—The stock mar- 
Pket was exceedingly feverish to-day. At 
the opening of business the tone was one 
of practical démoralization and severe de- 
olines were common. It was at once ap- 
parent,: however, that concerted support 
had been introduced into the market, and 
in a sharp, general rally the average prices 
advanced over yesterday’s last figures. 

The early cable advices showed the Lon- 
don prices for American stocks 4 to \ of 
a point below the local closing, and foreign 
houses were sellers of stocks here. Span- 
ish 4 per cent bonds showed the notewor- 
thy decline of 3 points and United States 
Government 4's were *% lower,{ not- 
withstanding the advances in the stock 
market, it would be altogether misleading 
to describe the day’s market as strong. 
The recoveries were largely the result of 
the covering of short contracts and of the 
supporting orders referred to, but there was 
httle commission business. The extended 
short interest in the market furnishes an 
efficient lever for bull operators, and now 
that the Cuban situation is approaching 
a crisis, both speculative factions are 
naturally nervous and sensitive to every 
variation in the conditions. 

The weekly statement7/of the bank aver- 
ages made an excellent showing. The banks 
have gained in actual cash $5,159,000. 

Pending more definite assurances in re- 
gard to the issue of the general Cuban sit- 
uation the legitimate investment interest 
in the security market is well nigh suspend- 
ed and the speculative interest is befogged. 
The continued decline in Government 
bonds cannot but mean that an increase in 
the supply of these securties is anticipated. 
They have now declined to a point where 
they return their holder a full 3 per cent, in 
interest, a fact not without grave bearing 
upon the sundry railway refunding schemes 
now being put through. These latter, in- 
deed, were essentially fair weather schemes, 
and they depended for their success large- 
ly upon money market conditions, which, 
when they were promulgated, seemed un- 
likely to be changed. In view of the 
contrast fn the wealth and resources of 
this country and Spain, it is somewhat 
Singular that the decline in their Govern- 
ernment securities since Feb. 1 should have 
approximated so closely. The Spanish 4 
per cents are 9 points lower than they 
were prior to the disaster to the Maine and 
the United States 4 per cents of 1925 are 
ll points lower. 

Although it is possible to hear a great deal 
of the great and general contraction in 
busihess as the result of the apprehensions 
of war, the reports to that effect are not as 
yet borne out in the statistics sompiled by 
the mercantile agencies and the technical 
trade journals. Railway earnings are ex- 
cellently maintained, the reports for March 
thus far received showing 18.7 per cent in- 
crease aS compared with last year, and 8 
per cent increase as compared with 1892. 
The exports of grain and other merchan- 
dise are in tremendous volume; the ship- 
ments of domestic merchandise from New 
York alone being nearly 38 per cent larger 
this month than’ they were for the same 
period last year. The fron and steel indus- 
tries were never in their history so active 
as at the present time, and {ft is by no 
means possible to refer the depression in 
other lines, notably in cotton manufac- 
turing, exclusively to the diplomatic situa- 
tion. In fact, the groundwork of material 
prosperity upon which the general] financial 
cheerfulness that existed two. months ago 
was founded has not been shaken.

Cables have been coming 
lower, but the decline in Liverpool has not 
been in proportion to the break on this 
side. The decrease in the world’s visible 
was only a little over half as large as a 
year ago. 
The world’s shipments continue heavy and 
export clearances from this side are lighter. 
The foreign demand is small. English 
farmers’ deliveries continue heavy, and 
even in France, offerings of native wheat 
continue, so that millerg have been able 
to resell some cargoes off coast. 
Free offerings of Argentine and Indian 
wheat in the European markets continue, 
and the dullness, which has been the feat- 
ure of both the English and continental 
markets, is an important bearish factor. 
The most important factor of the week 
was the phenomenally heavy shipment of 
wheat from Argentine, the week’s ship- 
ments amounting to 2,324,000 bushels, or 
more than ten times as much as was 
shipped during the corresponding week 
in 1897. The shipments of wheat from that 
country from Jan. 1 to date have been over 
seven times as heavy as during the corre- 
sponding period last year, and this in the 
face of reported bad weather. 
Shipments from India ®ontinue, and as 
harvesting has begun heavy shipments may 
be looked for soon. 
Saturday there was a slight rally, and 
for a short time the market showed some 
strength, but trading was light, and on 
the curb the market became weak, all of 
the advance being lost. 


Latest advices from Russia are that the 
crop, as a whole, is doing nicely. France 
reports a continuance of unusually favor- 
able conditions and Germany and italy re- 
port favorable conditions and a large acre- 
age. 

In Belgium the outlook is bright and in 
Asia (Minor there is an increased acreage 
of wheat in unusually good condition. 

In this country the reports are equally 
as cheerful. Akmost every section of the 
winter wheat belt is sending glowing ac- 
counts of the fine appearance of the plant 
and nearly all report an increased acre- 


the growing crop of winter wheat will be 
the largest the world eyer produced, and 
the high prices obtained! throughout the 
last two years will naturally insure a 
largely increased acreage of spring wheat. 
Advices from all parts of the spring wheat 
belt “state that farmers are preparing to 
seed much of the ground which has here- 
tofore been devoted to other grains, in 
yt ag wheat, as being much more profit- 
able. 

The market for cash wheat fs dull. Of- 
ferings are light, but the demand is on an 
even smaller scale. Millers are buying on 
the hand-to-mouth plan, and just enough 
for their requirements from day to day, 
and are disposed to dictate their own terms. 
While the conditions at present are over- 
whelmingly bearish, it must be borne in 
mind that the market for some time is like- 
ly to be a “weather market,”’ and sudden 
reactions may be looked for, although the 
tendency will be toward lower prices. 


The market In corn has suffered some- 
what in sympathy with wheat, but there 
have been some heavy sales of cash corn 
for export, and local stocks have been al- 
most entirely disposed of. The available 
supply is decreasing rapidly, and the cash 
demand continues active. The export move- 
ment keeps up to the maximum point, and 
receipts are falling off. Speculation is fair- 
ly active and the outlook appears encour- 
aging, but the season is well advanced and 
stocks, which have been in‘ elevators dur- 
ing the winter, must soon be moved to 
prevent heating. 

There is a tremendous quantity of corn 
afioat ready to be moved. out when condi- 
tions are favorable and the domestic de- 
mand is unprecedented. Considering the 
break in wheat, prices have been remark- 
ably well maintained. 

The outlook for the corn crop tn Argen- 
tine is more encouraging and the exports 
from that country had a depressing effect. 
Planting has already begun in some parts 
of the South and West and growers ap- 
pear so well satisfied with present prices 
that at least an average acreage may be 
expected. 

Prices of oats have been well maintained, 
but the heavy eos are beginning to 
have their effect, and buyers are inclined 
to hold off for lower prices. There is little 
speculative demand, but exports continue 
fairly heavy. 

The consumptive demand continues fairly 
active and the domestic demand is also 
good, but while there are a number of 
bullish features it must be remembered that 
prices are nearly double what they were 
a year ago, and higher than they have been 
for several years. 

The demand for fidur is still discour- 
as foreigners do not seem to want 
to buy at anything like present prices, and 
even the domestic trade is so stagnant 
that many of the mills are closed. The 
greater part of the flour sales reported
